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Astronauts Prepared for Climactic Moment 


HOUSTON. Tex. (AP) - 


When James A. McDivitt and 
Edward H. White II ciimb 
into their Gemini 4 spacecraft 
Thursday for 62 laps around 
the world, it will be the 
umpteenth time they have 
entered the ship. 


All the other times have 


been leading to this climactic 
moment. If the cramped, tiny 
cabin 
seems 
familiar, 
it 


should. The two spacemen 
have spent more time in it 
than they have in their own 
homes over the past nine 
months. 


The two men have under- 


gone some harrowing experi- 
ences readying for their rec- 


ord-breaking, four-day space 
journey from Cape Kennedy, 
Fla. 


They have been locked up 


tight in the spacecraft and 
tossed overboard in rough 
Gulf of Mexico waters, shaken 
up 
like a 
milkshake on 


vibrators, whirled at dizzying 
speeds on centrifuges, pulled 
into the air by a speedboat to 
float down into icy waters at 
the end of a parachute. 


But most of their time was 


spent sitting in the Gemini 
mission simulator, a duplicate 
of

bolted to the floor and doesn't 
go anywhere.

The two Air Force majors 


should be able to do every 
part of the mission blindfold- 
ed.

White has gotten out and 


then back into the spacecraft 
110 times in weightless flying, 
practicing for his stroll in 
space. 


Engineers deliberately foul- 


ed up his oxygen feed in the 
lifeline during tests to see how 
he would react — not once, 
but 20 times. 


White spent SO hours in his 


space suit alone in the harsh 
void of a vacuum in pressure 
chambers. The gloves, helmet 
and zippers have been tested 
and retested by both White 
and McDivitt. 


On crucial periods in the 


flight—liftoff, re-entry 
and

The Beef Issue in India 


We may think our troubles involving 


conflicts befween church and state reach a 
high pitch sometimes in the United States 
with disputes over prayers in the public 
sdiools. bus transportation 
of parochial 


students or federal aid to private schools. 
But these are as nothing compared to the 
problems in India because of the traditions 
and deep adherence to some religious 
customs. 


'. In Hindu, the Lord Krishna is the 


supreme being and he is often represented 
as a cow. Cattle are generally then 
considered sacred and roam unmolested 
afld unhampered by fences or yokes in 
Indian villages. 
.- But the Moslem population in India 
dees not Teel the same way about cattle 
and regularly slaughters them for food. 
TBeir addiction to hamburger and steak is 
bothering India's Cow Sen-icing Society 
which at one time ran a candidate against 


during the half century history of the 
income tax system in Wisconsin. There 
have been occasional emergencies when it 
was required and accepted as a temporary 
expedient. But by its nature it is not a 
permanent taxing device. What is needed 
today, as anyone who cares can promptly 
apprehend, is a permanent increase in the 
productivity of our taxing schedule. The 
demands upon the budget today are not 
emergency demands, in the sense that they

had been set in motion. At no 
time was President Kennedy 
prepared to give the Inter- 
American sy=tem the right to 
modify his plan, to delay it. or 
to veto it. In no sense of the 
term as understood by diplo- 
macy was there any "consul- 
tation" with the Organization 
of American States. President 
Kennedy merely informed it of 
his plan? when it became both 
wise and convenient for him to 
do so. 


Now it would be absurd to 


compare the Dominican crisis 
with the Cuban cnsi? a? a 
threat 
to peace. 
But 
the 


inherent danser of the present 
crisis is not now the issue. 
What concerns us is the fact 
that the special circumstances 
of the Dominican crisis gave 
President Johnson less time 
for working with the Organize 
t;op of American State? than 
President Kennedy had in the 
Cuban emergency. Those cir- 
cums'ances 
included 
the 


breakdown of law and order, 
?h? sinister threat of Commu- 
m«t mischief in condi'ion- of 
spreading anarchy, the urgent 
and repeated confcs^ioa« by 
the Dominican authorities then 
in power that they had lost 
control of the situation, and 
the reluctant but unanimous 
judgment 
of United 
States 


officials m Ssnto Domingo that 
troops had to be sent at once 


by Washington to protect and 
evacuate American citizens. 


It was the unanimous deci- 


sion of everyone who partici- 
pated in President Johnson's 
decision that the crisis would 
tolerate no delay. Tnere was 
the related agreement that the 
Organization 
of 
American 


States, even in the best of 
circumstances, could take no 
action in less than forty-eight 
hours, and the warning mes- 
sages from Santo Domingo 
emphasized that such a delay 
would entail an intolerable risk 
to American lives. 


DID AVERT DISASTER 
Was this an unreasonable 


estimate of the situation when 
one remembers the history of 
the Organization of American 
States in other emergencies 
and its conduct in this ens;?? 
There will be many Ameri- 
cans, as well as many people 
in Latin America, who will he 
ready to believe that we are 
able to indulcp these academic 
anxieties only because 
the 


Presidnt's decision did in fact 
avert disaster. For it would be 
a very different debate if we 
were conducting it on the rums 
of freedom In the Dominican 
Republic, if another Castro- 
influenced government were in 
power 
there, 
and 
if 
the 


contagion 
of 
anarchy 
and 


Communism spread to other 
lands in Latin America. 


The record shows that Pres- 


ident Johnson, perhaps more 
than any other President in 
our history, has been eager to 
strengthen the Inter-American 
s' stem and to equip it with 
the power to act quickly and 
decisively 
in 
meeting 
any 


threat to the security of this 
hemisphere It he succeed* in 
this enterprise, it may w*>1! be 
the judgment of future histori- 
ans that a small technical 
breach, soon rectified, '.ed to 
the most significant earns in 
regional consultation and se- 
curity. It is President John- 
son's long-term commitment 
to the Organization of Ameri- 
can States that matters, and it 
is h;gh time that his commit- 
ment were more clearly un- 
der-tood. both here and in 
Latin America.

The committee not only 
cast serious doubt on the 
validity of the tests, but it also

ernment for their indiscrimi- 
nate application." 


After taking testimony from 


private operators, government 
officials, a panel of scientists, 
and questioning 58 federal 


agencies about their lie-detec- 
tor practices, the committei 
concluded 


"There ;? no 'lie detector.' 


neither machine nor human. 
People have been deceived by 
a myth that a rn^'al box in the 
har.d= of an investigator can 
de'ec* truth of falsehood '" 


As the journal poin'ed out. 


the machine merely records a 
person's 
re^pira'ion. 
blood 


pressure, pulse and galvanic 
skin responses; these "may or 
may not be connected with 
any emotional reaction — and 
that recreation may or may 
not he related to guilt or 
innocence."

for the machine to implicate a

The Congressional commit- 


tee strongly urged that the

cases." It found that those 
who administer the tests are 
"generally unqualified and re- 
quested a number of steps be 
taken to protect the rights of 
people subjected to investiga- 
tion.
